OKUA. — Tho green pods of this plant are 


very valuable ingredients for soup, and it 
succeeds in Illinois remarkably well. 
The 


need should bu sown on good ground, in 
drills, four feet apart, and an inch in depth. 
The best way is to drop two seeds at every 
ten inches' distance in the drill ; and when 
the plants are well up, thin them out so as 
to leave only one plant to .stand at that dis- 
tance. 
The ground should be frequently well 


hoed ; and as the plants advance, llm earth 
should be brought up iirouml the bottom of 
their stems, to a height of five or six in- 
ches. The ripe seeds of this plant are fre- 
quently used as a substitute for coll'ee, and 
are said to be very good for that purpose.
